Southern Washington Sojourn 

“The preparation was as mich fun as he trip itl 

Last year (92) U had plans to do my annual woek- 

long bike tur of the Pacife Cre Bicycle Tal in Tue, but had 
to postpone it to September because of job commitments. (ride 
® portion ofthe Trl ach summer 1o pate for fre revision 
of my guidebook.) That gave me the whole summer to tryout 
ty QRP rigs and anenns. (See the July ‘92 lve for more 
bout B's book “The Pac Crest Bicyele Tal, published by 
Binersweet. Ed.) 
HAM GEAR: First, obtained an Alinco hand-held tyo meter 
imamceiver. Then I upgraded my Novice license to General 
clan (Llready knew the mors cae bcaise Thad ect # ham 
truck in igh schoo! days). Finally T ra-ordered and built an 
Oak Hills Research 20 meier QRP transceiver ki, It runs 2-3 
watts input on the 20 meter morse code frequencies, requiring 
12:14 vols inpat and drs one amp when transiting 

In adaton, 1 uit from a Kit a 120-olteAC to 
volteDC power supply forthe 20 meter rg. I adda the 
capability for the uit to bold nine Cells to provide 13.5 volts 
ith fresh bteries. 

‘On 1 abort shakedown tip 1 tried owt the sew 
cpipment and it performed beter than Thad hope for, reaching 
points within California and as far ax the East Const (1 even 
head stations in Ausra, Europe and Japs) At fit {used a 
home-built, PVCppe-bad . hliclly-wound 20 meter vera 
ound plase ateana that performed soperby. But I realized 
that the antean, which was transportable in thre 3.5" sections 
ls wire als, was jst oo bay. So insted T contracted an 
all-wire groundplane antenna designed to be hung fom te. 
Itworked fine 

(On September 4, 1 ran around like crazy packing 

everthing up, wondering if Td have enough room now tha | 
wasting ham gear. tured out ht one etre er annie 
bad to be devoted to the har ff = oof «total of $4 Ie twas 
carrying I sof ham gear. ‘The downside of carying 4 mach 
fam gear was that there was very litle apace for packing food 
wil on the road, 
THE TRUF: 1 took AMTRAK from San Francisco 
Seat, arsiving late in the evening on a weekend. There wasn't 
1 single motel vacancy in town. The ladies ofthe night long 
motel row on Aurom Ave. were beginning to wonder if I was

“That evening I landed t the KOA campground outside 
touristy Leavenworth, WA. The fee there, $21, was't ch 
Jess hun the coat of «small-town Washington sl, There was 
an clectrical outlet there, #9 | didn't have to se batery power 1 
soon raised a frend in Phoenix, N7PQP, Sandra, who had told 
sme she'd lok for my CQ. She report signal strength of five 
sotto shabby. We had along contact. Trouble is I found 1 
was causing some television interference among the RVs nets 
‘me and to muintin peace, closed down the rig. Funny, because 
the QRP rig has «low-pass filter builtin. I'm going to have to 
‘starch tht farther. Anyoay, after that I used more primitive 
Campgrounds where there were 20 TV sets, 

‘Unfortunately, that was to be the lst 20 meter contact 
on the tip. Tsot up the ig each evening Firther along the tu, 
tt hand conditions were lousy. So I reverted toe of the two 
meter aodheld, which nearly always guarantces local contact. 
‘The most memorable was when T was camping not far from 
Rimrock Lake and had talk witha bam (vin & repeater) who 
‘was backpack-<amping 80 miles away, using 4 bwo-meter yagi 
SUMMING UP: The total trip ran about 370 miles, and [ 
sveraed 60 miles a day- Typically, I'd get onthe road t 9 am 
fad quit at about 5 pm to have time for hamening.”T had flats 
fone day, which eld ie up significantly (I'm going to go back to 
sing thick inne tubes) and Thad rain briefly one moming, the 
first time ever in my journeys on the Pacific Coat Trl 

‘Next year I plan to use solar power to power my ham 
sear, And I plan to have a QRP tansceiver operating om either 
the #0 or 40 meter morse code bands, because they're not x0 
affected by poor atmospheric conditions. Also, my present C: 
call fttery pack just couldnt supply the amperage required by 
the transmitter ~50 next year I'l have a beter ater str, 

‘The senery, which varied fom lush forest to 
sagebrush country punctuated with irrigated feat orchards, was 
lvays interesting and often beautiful, If you're ever up tha! 
way, ride the Yakima River Canyon and the area between 
Rimock Lake and the Columbia River uring, the Pacific Crest 
Biycle Trl

Last fall T wa fortuna to have unique experience, 
fone which combined both cyeling and ham radio, my (0 
favorite bobbies,T was a biycle-mobile SAG atthe annual 
Hilly Hundred bike tour ia Bloomington, Indiana ~ of which, 
incidentally, Hartley Alley, NAOA (our BMHA.NewsLater 
editor) was'the founder 25. years ago, when be lived in this 
university town, “A 100-mile, two-day, weekend tour through 
southern Indiana's colorful fall foliage and picturegue (but 
‘icep) hills, this event has grown steadily and now atacte more 
than 7,000 riders 

‘The Bloomington Amateur Radio Club bas tees 
providing fited-base communications between the tour 
‘adquarters andthe rest sop areas for the lst several years, so 
the tour organizers and” volunteers wwe had a basic 
understanding of how useful ham radio communications ean be 
But this year they leaned that mable ham operator, whether on 
abicyle oF in w SAG vehicle ar. good idea to. 


‘When I volunteered I did not relly know mich about 
being SAG person, 20 forthe frst day ofthe tour T served as & 
radio operator in x car with an experieaced SAG perca ~ 10 
“lear the ropes". That day was one to remember: half way 
through the morning, with thousands of bikes on the road, a cold 
rain began ofall. Besides soaking lot of unprepared cylin, 
the rin caused ite «few accidents, one serious enough for us 
to radio infor an ambulance ~ lucky for us 4 lt of doctors ride 
in the tour. After the rin stopped there were a small number of 
‘old, wet people 1 transport, but the rest ofthe day was prety 
‘uneventful. Hamradiosvise, the traffic activity on the net 
rmosly consisted of lists of supplies noadad tthe rest areas and 
calls for pple who neaded transport or bike repairs ~ routine, 
‘but wef, information tothe organizes 


‘The next day I was ready to strikeout on my own, and 
the organizees wanted to try something new. So (I think with & 
bit of help from Harley) 1 was pleasantly surprised to gets 
unique as gnment: operating bicycle-mobile, Twas to patrol a > 
mil stretch of road that carried two-way bike trafic part of 
loop. 1 was to watch for problems and to give assistance if 
eeded inthe form of rendering firs id or calling infor SAG 
teansporation. The local ham radio club had always provided 
fixed-point communication from the tour headquarters and from 
the res areas, but having a har on a bike and part ofthe net was 
someting new. 


My equipment was a Heath (Standard) HW24-HT 
handy ake with a handlebar-mounted Diamond NR-T7OHA 
tual-band whip anteana. I highly recommend this antean, it 
does ot require aground plane, has 3 dB of gain on 2m, 
6.5 dB on TO-<cm, and is of rugged design, and is even 
recommended by Diamond for bicycle use. had intended to 
‘mount the antenna on the rear carrier of the bike hut bada't 
purchased the PL-259 type of mounting Frit yet, 20 jst te- 
‘wrapped the anteana wit its PL-2S9t0-BNC cable oato my 
Inndlebar bag bracket. This worked fine forthe weekend 
‘Since it was « pleasant fall day, and there were 20 
‘major problems, the best part for me was explining to all the 


folks why L had an atenna and ham cadio, and what we hams 
were doing forthe tour. Allin all a good experience, and ane 
that intend to repeat. Ham radio can be a wef forthe public 
safety during thane events, we juet need to get the word out and 
‘lucate the public. T this the more events we can work, the 
more people we can recruit nto ham radio. So it really is worth 
the effort to yet ut there and go bicyelo-mtile nd show the 
"fined-base guys" what we can do

BM's OLDEN DAYS 


Research on this series of stories about the early days 
of bicyelemobile operation is being done by Nell Friedman, 

IDE, of Boulter, Colorado. A prominent collector of ham 
‘radio memorabila, Nel searched through his collection of old 
‘ham mapacines and found inthe October 1935 ise of OST this 
short piece about a ten-age ham on bike. Readers are asked 
to contac the editor af the BMHA NewsLeter if they know of the 
whereabouts ofthis man, George H. Nibbe, who ln 1935 held 
the call WONUP.

WONUF — A Five Meter Bike! 


‘This photo shows George H, Nibbe, 
WONUF, all ready to take off on a five-meter 
jaunt aa bicycle. Portable-mobile WONUF 
luses a transceiver with a 19 in the unity- 
coupled circuit with grid modulation, the input 


being slightly under three watts. The signals 
hhave been heard over a distance of about two 
miles, several stations having been worked. 
‘The antenna, which probably. won't show in 
the reproduction, is a four-foot vertical rod 
‘mounted on the board across the handlebars, 
and is worked against the frame of the bicycle 
No worry about ignition noise with this rig!

‘eruatile for casual wide range operation where builin tuner 
Cover # multe of sins. The radio also bas an intra fan 
‘ich comes on afer only 15 or 20 seconds of transmit tine, 
aturly causing «bit of concer abot overall ruggedness ofthe 
teammiter
